Backstory 

Since fall 2009, Toyota has recalled more than 12 mil 
lion vehicles globally to address sticky accelerator ped- 
als, shown right, and other safety issues, and was fined 
a record $48.8 million by the U.S. for its handling of the 
recalls. During the past decade, the government has re- 
ceived about 3,000 reports of acceleration incidents 
involving Toyotas, including allegations of 93 
deaths. Only five have been confirmed, (ap)

Federal study finds 
no electrical issues 
in recalled vehicles 

Washington 

The Obama administration’s inves- 
tigation into Toyota safety prob- 
lems found no electronic flaws 
to account for reports of sudden, 
unintentional acceleration and 
other safety problems. Government 
investigators said Tuesday the only 
known cause of the problems are 
mechanical defects that were fixed 
in previous recalls. 

The Transportation Depart- 
ment, assisted by NASA, conducted 
the 10-month study at the request of 
Congress, in response to consumer 
complaints that flawed electronics 
could be the culprit behind Toyo- 


ta’s spate of recalls. 

“We feel that Toyota vehicles are 
safe to drive,” said Transportation 
Secretary Ray LaHood. 

National Highway Traffic Safe- 
ty Administration Deputy Admin- 
istrator Ron Medford said that in 
many complaints about ineffec- 
tive brakes, the likely cause was 
“pedal misapplication,” in which 
the driver stepped on the acceler- 


ator instead of the brakes. 

A preliminary part of the study, 
released in August, failed to find 
any electronic flaws based on a 
review of event data recorders, or 
vehicle black boxes. 

Still, LaHood said the NHTSA 
was considering new safety reg- 
ulations, such as requiring brake 
override systems and event data 
recorders on all vehicles, (ap)

Devastation plagued

Great wealth became J. Paul Getty 
Ilfs great curse. 

At age 16, he was held for ran- 
som for five months by captors who 
cut off his ear when his oil-rich 
grandfather balked at paying. 

After his 1973 release, he became 
addicted to drugs and alcohol, div- 
ing deeper into a hippie countercul- 
ture that seemed the opposite of his 
family’s capitalistic roots. He was 
only in his 20s when he suffered 
a devastating stroke that left him 
severely impaired and in a wheel- 
chair for the rest of his life. He died 
Saturday at age 54. 

Getty “never let his handicap 
keep him from living life to the 
fullest, and he was an inspira- 
tion to all of us, showing us how 
to stand up to all adversity,” his 
son, actor Balthazar Getty, said 
in a statement. 

The elder Getty died surrounded 


Kidnapping Plot 

Born in 1956 to oil wealth counted 
in the billions of dollars, J. Paul 
Getty Ill's life was upended when he 
was kidnapped in Rome in 1973. He 
was a tempting target — his grand- 
father was often said to be one of 
the world’s first billionaires. Getty’s 
grandfather was quoted as saying 
that he had 14 grandchildren “and if I 
pay for one, then I’ll have 14 kidnapped 
grandchildren." The teenager, missing 
an ear, was released after five months 
for a ransom of $2.7 million, (ap) 



by his family at his country estate 
in Buckinghamshire northwest of 
London. The cause of death was 
not disclosed, but Getty had been 
gravely ill for some time. 

While undergoing treatment for 
alcohol abuse in 1981, Getty suf- 
fered a stroke that left him para- 
lyzed, unable to speak and in need 
of around-the-clock care. Newspa- 
per reports indicated the stroke 
was drug-related, but details were 
not released. 

The family rose to global promi- 


nence with the success of his grand- 
father, J. Paul Getty, who built 
Getty Oil into a $6 billion fortune 
— making him one of the world’s 
richest men in his day. 

Getty is survived by his two 
children, Balthazar and stepdaugh- 
ter Anna, and six grandchildren. 
He is also survived by his moth- 
er and four siblings: Getty Imag- 
es co-founder Mark Getty, prom- 
inent AIDS activist Aileen Getty, 
Ariadne Getty and his half-broth- 
er Tara Getty, (ap)

Descent Into Decrepitude 


Study: Majority of escalator 
outages caused by errors, 
not scheduled repairs 

Metro’s 588 escalators are breaking down 
with greater frequency — on average, once 
every seven to eight days — and repairs are 
taking longer than in past years, accord- 
ing to newly released performance data 
aimed at helping the agency tackle the 
problem. 

The data also reveal that the majority 
of Metro escalator outages — 68 percent 
— are caused by breakdowns, unscheduled 
repairs and incidents requiring shutdowns, 
rather than scheduled maintenance. 

In fact, Metro is falling far short of 
its own standards, complying with its 



Metro has more escalators and elevators than 
any other transit system in North America. 


maintenance schedule only 40 percent 
of the time. 

“This measure should be going up,” 
said the 18 -page Escalator Performance 
Report, which is scheduled to be present- 
ed to Metro’s board of directors during a 


committee meeting Thursday. 

The report represents the latest effort of 
Metro chief Richard Sarles to address the 
chronic malfunction of escalators and ele- 
vators in the Metrorail system, which has 
more of the conveyances than any other 
transit system in North America. 

Last spring, Sarles, who was initially 
hired as interim general manager, brought 
in a company to conduct an independent 
audit of escalators and elevators that 
revealed serious problems with escalator 
brake pads and overall maintenance. 

Meanwhile, Sarles retained the com- 
pany, Vertical Transportation Excellence 
(VTX), to work on implementing recom- 
mendations for the maintenance system 
and hiring more supervisors, ann scott tyson

Company rejects call 
for rate freeze after 
thousands left in dark 

Upper Marlboro, Md. 

Pepco executives rebuffed a propos- 
al by the Prince George’s County 
Council Tuesday calling for financial 
compensation — or a rate freeze — 
to customers after the Jan. 26 snow 
and ice storm that left thousands of 
customers without power. 

At a council hearing, Council 
member Karen Toles asked Pepco 
President Thomas Graham to con- 
sider freezing rates in the wake of 
the company’s problems after the 
storm. But in an interview after 
the hearing, Graham told The 
Washington Post the company is 
not considering a moratorium and 
that there are no immediate plans 
for a rate increase. 


“I hear my customers,” said Gra- 
ham, who added that the utility has 
embarked on a five-year “reliability 
plan” to upgrade the way it deliv- 
ers electricity to consumers. “We 


are going to execute this plan, but 
it is going to take time.” 

At the hearing, the utility exec- 
utives acknowledged Pepco’s 
response after the storm was not 


up to par. “We know that we were 
not meeting customer demands,” 
Graham said during a hearing also 
attended by two Pepco executives. 
The executives distributed docu- 
ments on how the utility plans to 
ensure better results after weath- 
er emergencies. 

While Graham told the council 
that Pepco is committed “to do a 
better job at restoring service to 
our customers,” council member 
Eric Olson said that in his tenure, 
he has never witnessed so much 
“anger and frustration” among 
his constituents. 

On Monday, the Montgomery 
County Council scolded the util- 
ity over its response and its div- 
idends for investors. One council 
member said that Pepco has lav- 
ished its shareholders with divi- 
dends while shortchanging spend- 
ing on maintenance, hamil r.

Cairo 

A young Google executive who 
helped ignite Egypt’s uprising ener- 
gized a cheering crowd of hundreds 
of thousands Tuesday with his first 
appearance in their midst after being 
released from 12 days in secret deten- 
tion. “We won’t give up,” he prom- 
ised at one of the biggest protests 
yet in Cairo’s Tahrir Square. 

Many said they were inspired 
by Wael Ghonim, the 30-year-old 
Google Inc. marketing manager who 
was a key organizer of the online 
campaign that sparked the first 
protest on Jan. 25 to demand the 
ouster of President Hosni Mubarak. 
Straight from his release, Ghonim 
gave an emotionally charged tele- 
vision interview Monday night in 
which he sobbed over those who 
have been killed in two weeks of 
clashes and insisted, “We love Egypt 
... and we have rights.” 

Ghonim arrived in the square 
when it was packed shoulder to

“I 
am not a hero. The real heroes are 
the ones on the ground, those I can’t 
name,” he said and then broke into a 
chant of “Mubarak, leave, leave.” 

Ghonim has emerged as a rally- 
ing point for protesters, who reject a 
group of traditional Egyptian oppo- 
sition groups that have met with the 
government amid the most sweep- 
ing concessions the regime has made 
in its three decades in power. 

With protests invigorated. Vice 
President Omar Suleiman issued 
a sharply worded warning, “We 
can’t bear this for a long time, and 
there must be an end to this crisis 
as soon as possible,” in a sign of 
growing impatience with 16 days 
of mass demonstrations. 

The mostly youthful protesters 
insist that no concessions will do 
unless Mubarak steps down. But 
the protests, which began when 
Ghonim and other activists used 
the Internet to mobilize people to 
the streets, have lacked a represen- 


Power in 
Numbers 

Tuesday’s huge turnout in Tahrir 
gave a resounding answer to the 
question of whetherthe protest- 
ers still have momentum even 
though two weeks of steadfast 
pressure have not achieved their 
goal of ousting President Hosni 
Mubarak.

tative voice. That has raised wor- 
ries the regime could try to frag- 
ment the movement or traditional 
parties try to hijack it. 

Ghonim provided a relatable, 
passionate face for a movement 
that has been tarred in government 
media as fueled by foreigners. Some 
have grumbled that the protesters 
were causing turmoil for nothing 
now that Mubarak has promised 
not to run for re-election. 

Despite the excitement Ghonim 
injected into an already fever- 
ish gathering, organizers and the 
crowds themselves refused the idea 
of a single leader for their move- 
ment. Many contend its strength 
lies in its lack of leaders and in its 
nature as a mass popular uprising 
— perhaps wary in part of person- 
al splits that have sabotaged past 
opposition movements. 

Ghonim and three others were 
added to a now 10-member com- 
mittee that represents the various 
activist groups to coordinate pro- 
test activities and push through 
the groups’ demands. 

“No one can say they lead the 
revolution. There are leaders and 
units that organized inside the revo- 
lution, and they get their legitimacy 
from the demands of the revolution,” 
said Ziad al-Oleimi, an organizer 
backing Nobel Peace laureate and 
democracy advocate Mohamed 
ElBaradei. “We don’t represent the 
people in the square. We represent 
the organized groups.” (ap)

The Hoyas have had some highs and 
lows this season, but one aspect of the 
team has remained just Wright. 

Senior guard Chris Wright has 
been a cornerstone of Georgetown, 
playing the true lead- 
er, conducting him- 
self as the voice on the 
floor as well as custom- 
izing his talents wher- 
ever they are needed. 
Even in Georgetown’s 
69-66 win at Villanova 
in which Wright didn’t 
score any points, he 
still made major contri- 
butions, handing out six assists and 
grabbing four rebounds. 

Though Wright and teammate Aus- 
tin Freeman are close friends and have 
been playing against each other since 
high school, the former lives some- 
what in the latter’s shadow. Pegged 
as the Big East preseason player of 
the year. Freeman has been touted as

In No. 11 Georgetown’s (18-5, 7-4) 
game after Wright’s zero-point perfor- 
mance — a 62-59 win against Louis- 
ville at Verizon Center — the 6-foot-l 
guard had his best game of the sea- 
son, scoring 24 points, three assists 
and five rebounds while going 8-for- 
8 from the free throw line. He stayed 
hot in the Hoyas’ sixth-straight win, 
scoring 16 points, dishing out five 
assists and making the game-saving 


steal against Providence. 

“The opportunities were there for 
him,” Hoyas coach John Thompson III 
said. “I said it following the Villanova 
game that he played very well with- 
out scoring a point. Tonight, he played 
very well by scoring points.”

Doctors 
at Emory University Hospital dis- 
covered his kidney was functioning 
at only 15 to 20 percent. He wound 
up on dialysis — three days a week 
at first, then daily. Family members 
were tested for a transplant match, 
but none were compatible. 

Walter found out Jan. 28, dur- 
ing the team’s first practice of the 
spring, that he was a match. He 
told the team three days later, and 
said the players greeted the news 
with “stunned silence followed by 
a round of applause.” (ap)

Cloaked in Intrigue 



Tech fantasies such as time travel 
machines and teleportation pods aren’t 
any closer to becoming reality today 
than they were 50 years ago. There is 
one magical device, however, that mod- 
ern science actually seems close to 
delivering: the invisibility cloak. 

For years, researchers have been 
engineering materials that bend light 
to pass around objects, 
thus making them im- 
possible to see. They’ve 
had some success, but 
the materials have been 
cost-prohibitive. 

That changed with 
a recent announce- 
ment from U.K. sci- 
entists., who have figured out how to 
get an invisibility effect with natural 
calcite crystals. Arrange two pieces 
of calcite into a V, put whatever you 
want to hide in that wedge, and — 
voila! — now you see it; now you don’t. 
The calcite cloaks could be used by 
the military, “to hide something (such 
as a submarine) on the sea floor,’’ or 
in cosmetics, to conceal blemishes, 
a scientist from the University of Bir- 
mingham told USA Today. 

It’s not perfect, of course. The invis- 
ibility effect works better in certain 
lights and when “viewed" from specific 
angles. Plus, the “cloak" must be up to 
20 times larger than the item it’s hiding. 
Harry Potter wouldn’t use it, but for us 
Muggles, it’s almost magic.

The premiere finds Ben on his 40th 
birthday, scrambling to ready the 
Sunshine Center for an upcoming 
circus show, despite the floor being 
covered in ice from a hockey game; 


and arranging an impromptu press 
conference for Crystal so that she can 
avoid a potential PR blunder. There’s 
also a cameo by “Lost’s” Jorge Gar- 
cia, and some stunts involving clowns 
and an elephant. (We never said this 
was highbrow material.) 

Fast-paced and full of physical 
comedy, “Mr. Sunshine” is yet anoth- 
er scripted comedy in the same vein as 
“30 Rock” and “Parks and Recreation.”

Spring Skiing’s 
Open Season 


Winter's end delivers 
fresh powder and no 
Lines for ski bunnies 

Adventures 

The most enlightened alpine skiers 
have some of the most tanned faces. 
They know the best time of year to 
hit the slopes isn’t in the dead of 
winter, but rather when most Amer- 
icans are turning their attention 
toward baseball and spring break 
beaches. There are more than a few 
resorts where spring skiing means 
good powder, sunny skies, no lines 
and reduced prices. 

Take the first week of April in 
northwest Wyoming. Last year, near- 
ly 70 inches of snow fell at Grand Tar- 
ghee between March 31 and April 7, 
including 21 inches from one storm 
on April 2.

CHOCOLATE 


Ingredients 

» 12 ounces dark chocolate 

a 4 ounces milk chocolate 

a 8 ounces granulated sugar 

a 1 gallon milk 

a 2 tsp cinnamon powder 

all/2tspsalt 

a 1 tsp nutmeg 

a 1 tsp vanilla extract 

Instructions 

Combine both chocolates and vanilla 
extract into a large bowl and set aside. 

Place milk, sugar, salt and spices in 
a pot and bring to a gentle simmer. 

Pour the simmering milk over the 
chocolate and vanilla. Allow to sit two 
minutes to soften the chocolate. Using 
a whisk or handheld immersion blender, 
mix until smooth. 

Serve immediately or refrigerate up 
to one week and reheat as needed.

Remove from heat and 
slowly pour in cream. Return to a sim- 
mer and whisk smooth. Cool and store 
in the refrigerator up to two weeks. 

(This makes a great sundae topping) 

To mix the hot chocolate: In a mug, 
place 10 ounce hot chocolate and 2 
tablespoons caramel. Stir in a pinch 
of salt. Top with lightly sweetened 
whipped cream and a few granules of 
Large-grain sea salt, such as MaLdon.
